Austrians are meeting in theiretfbrts 
to drive back the Montenegrins is 
delaying Field Marshal von Macken- 
sen's army, for their right wing must 
be free from this menace before they 
proceed with their drive. 

With the arrival of Field Marshal 
Earl Kitchener, who should soon be 
on the scene, a further development 
in the campaign is expected, and it 
is possible that the Gallipoli army 
will become more active.

launched on December 8, The Na- 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis presents 
figures in a Bu It tin Issoed recent y 
which show that practically 100 per 
cent of the supp« Bed y well people 
of the United States over 30 years 
of age have seme ph\ sical defect or 
impairment. About 70 per cent of 
these impairments were of a more or 
less serious nature. Tt ere were be- 
sides about 30 per cent of defecta of 
a minor character. 

The figures which the Natioral As- 
sociation presents are baaed upon 
the careful studies recently made by 
the Life Extension Institute among 
two highly specialized groups of peo- 
ple, the first group consisting of 
workers' in a Motor Company of De- 
troit, and the second group consist- 
ing of employes of commercial hous- 
es, bank - and trust, companies in New 
York. The records of these exami- 
rations ehow that practically none of 
those examined, men and women, 
are normsl in the strict sense of the 
word. Another striking fact in the 
the examination is that only ten per 
cent of those who were impsired 
were aware that there was anything 
the matter with them. This fact 
alone, the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation points out is sufficient to 
make every man and woman in the 
United States give careful considera- 
tion to the necessity for at least one 
physical inventory of his entire body 
a year. 

The largest group of more or less 
serious impairment discovered were 
those showing sugar, albumen or 
casts in the urine. More than 45 
per cent of the above-mentioned 
groups showed defects of this na- 
ture. In the same group about 23 
per cent showed abnormal blood 
pressure, while nearly 27 per c nt 
showed combined disturbances of 
circulation and kidneys. Organic 
heart disease, thickened arteries, 
lung trouble leading to possible tu 
berculosi?, nervous affections, diges- 
tive troubles and venereal disease 
were among the other impairments 
discovered, practically all of which 
had escaped the notice of the indi- 
viduals examined. 
During Tuberculosis Week which 
ill be celebrated throughout the 
United States from December 6 to 
December 12. a national medical ex- 
amination day will be observed on 
December 8. Groups and individ- 
uals will be urged to make arrange- 
ments for physical examination on 
that day. A circular describing in 
detail how the advantages of medi- 
cal examination day may be obtained 
and indicating certain physical im-. 
pairments which everyone should 
look for will be sent on request from* 
the office of The National Assqcia 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis.

STAKE AND PRUNE TOMATOES 



Habit of Plant May Be So Altarad 
That Patch la Scarcely Aeeogniz- 
Isturo la 



Are yon staking and pruning the 
tomatoea this year? Tata la a great 
achetne. and If you have not tried It. 
do ao on a demonstration scale Just 
for varlety'a aake. 

The tomato plant. In Its frantic ef- 
forts to reproduce Ita kind, makes 
naturally an enormoua vine growth 
with Innumerable branchea. The re- 
sult la great green growth, a large 
litter of little tomatoea. and more 
shade than ia good for beet fruit de- 
velopment. 8takn • tomato plant and 
prune It to a single stem, and yoa 
change all this, you alter the habit of 
the plant, ao that the tomato patch la 
scarcely recognizable. 

Id toe first place there are few 
leaves, only one above each fruit 
bunch, and this grows so huge that 
It Is never known for a tomato leaf. 
Then the sun and light reaches every 
part of the plant and fruit, and the 
Utter hang In clusters and attain 
larger size than under natural condi- 
tions. There are no little tomatoea 
There la a conalderable economy In 
apace, as the tomato planta atand up 
atralght and alender, and are mostly 
fruit, and none of the tomatoea have 
a chance to rot or mildew. Pruning 
Is a quite a Job. As a sufficiency of 
moisture In the soil Is what largely 
controls the fruit yield, the pruning; 
method, by which a much less amount 
of aoll water la consumed than 
through tho more luxuriant green 
growth of unpruned plants, will be 
found a great advantage In this re 
spect.

Sensitive Measurement. 
Minute bendings of a steel bar three 
feet long and three and one-half feet 
in diameter are accurately measured 
by a curious but very sensitive device 
of the United Statea bureau of stand- 
ards. The bar, supported at each end. 
has a small mirror fixed at its center 
and above this is a frame holding an- 
other mirror partially silvered. As 
the light of a sodium burner Is re- 
flected In each/ mirror the lower mir- 
ror shows a series of black and yellow 
concentric rings. A very small weight, 
even that of a pin. deflecta the bar 
and causes the circles to expand out- 
ward. Each circle indicates a move- 
ment of one hundred-thousandth of 
an inc-h, the pressure of a finger, form- 
ing five or more new circles, showing 
a bending of one twenty-thousandth of 
an Inch.
